Nehru Aid 
Promised, 
Tibet Says 


But India Sticks 
To Hands-Off Stand 


NEW DELHI, India (P—A 
delegation reported Tuesday that 
Prime Minister Nehru promised 
to do his best through diplomatic 
channels to halt the fighting in 
Tibet’s anti-Communist rebellion. 


The Tibetans stuck to their ac- 
count even after a Foreign Min- 
istry statement indicated Nehru 
was holding to his hands-off policy 
toward the three-week-old upris- 
ing on his Himalayarf doorstep. 


Red China declared it intends 
to wipe out all rebels among the 
Buddhist monks and peasants and 
complete the communization of 
the rebellious land. It warned 
against foreign intervention. 


Two groups of about 100 each— 
Indians of Tibetan origin, and Ti- 
betan nationals—called on Nehru 
separately. No newsmen were 
present. 


‘INDIANS DISTRESSED’ 


Silun Lukhangwa, an aging for- 
mer Premier in Tibet, later spoke 
at a news conference and quoted 
Nehru as saying: “The people of 
India are extremely distressed at 
Tibetan developments, and I shall 
do my best through diplomatic 
channels to stop the fighting.” 


He further quoted Nehru: ‘‘Have 
patience and wisdom, and ulti- 
mate victory will be yours.” 


A Foreign Ministry statement 
reported later that Nehru merely 
had expres the hope “‘present 
difficulties in Tibet would end 
peacefully”. He had “made it 
clear India is in no position to in- 
tervene in Tibet, and in fact would 
not like to take any step which 
might aggravate the situation 
there,” the statement added. 


Nehru’s policy long has been to 


avoid offending Red China. He | 


says India recognizes that Tibet 
is an autonomous part of China. 


'TREATY TORN 


Lukhangwa told newsmen the 
Cabinet of the Dalai Lama, who 
is worshiped as a reincarnated 
Buddhist god-king, had torn up Ti- 
bet’s 1951 treaty with Peiping and 
declared the country’s independ- 
ence on March 12. By the treaty, 
Red China recognized Tibet’s in- 
ternal autonomy but actually took 
over control. 

The whereabouts of the 23-year- 
old Dalai Lama is still a mystery, 
but Lukhangwa said he hoped for 
news in five or six days.

In Mental Health 


The Milledgeville State Hospital con- 
troversy is not likely to be settled in the 
immediate future. Meanwhile, it would 
be a good idea for all of us to think of the 
horrible toll being exacted from our 80- 
ciety by mental illness. 

More than half the hospital beds in 
this country are devoted to mental pa- 
tients while emotional and personality 
disorders affect more people than all 
other illnesses put together. It is shock- 
ing to note that one out of twelve of us 
will spend some time in a mental hospi- 
tal to the detriment of our careers and 
to the distress of our families and friends. 

More and more large business corpora- 
tions, having been made aware of their 
losses as a result of mental disturbances 
among workers, have added psychiatrists 
to their staffs. Losses to such firms have 
been estimated in the millions of dollars 
—from absenteeism, accidents, sloppy 
work and even breakdowns. With assist- 
ance from psychiatry, many who other- 
wise would lose out in the competitive 
struggle are able to overcome their diffi- 
culties. 

In today’s industrial world, pressures 
build up which were unknown in more 
primitive rural societies. Frustrations, un- 
happy home situations, resentment of the 
boss and fellow employes, dissatisfaction 
with type of-job, intense feelings of in- 
security, lack of motivation—all these and 
more can lead to stresses which affect the 
morale and efficiency of an entire organ~ 
ization. They also can lead to debilitating 
mental disease and psychosomatic physi- 
cal ailments. 3 

Aside from the toll in ordinary life, 
society pays a terrific price in crime. 
Experts in mental health will tell you 
that the majority of inmates of our pris- 
ons suffer personality disorders which are 
responsible for their being criminals. 

Perhaps nothing is needéd more than 
a sustained public education program 
about mental illness. Efforts of the Na- 
tional Mental Health Assn. and its affil- 
iate. the Georgia Mental Health Assn., 
are beginning to lift some of the fog. 
Peyton Hawes, president of the Geor- 
group, continues to try to tell the 
story as he has for years. Judge Luther 
Alverson, the Atlantan who heads the 
national organization, is performing ded- 
icated yeoman work. They need our sup- 
port to the end that Milledgeville one 
dav will not shame us all and so that 
we will have a happier, better-adjusted 
citizenry.

These factors add up to a healthy 
boost to the Atlanta economy and to 
that of the entire state.

Summit Meet Depends 


On Earlier Conference 


Agreement by the Soviet Union for 
an East-West foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence to be followed. by a summit meet- 
ing to discuss the future of Berlin and 
a German peace treaty by no means as- 
sures such a meeting. 


In fact, chances of a meeting of heads 
of state appear dim indeed if the Rus- 
sians insist upon an agenda limited to 
those two questions, an agenda which 
Washington has rejected time after time. 

There appears to be more and more 
divergence of views about just how to 
negotiate with the Soviets on the Ger- 
man problem. Washington, Paris and Lon- 
don seem agreed on only one thing—the 
principle of preserving West Berlin in 
freedom. Cleavages, however small, offer 
Khrushchev his opportunity to promote 
further disunity. 

The West desperately needs a con- 
certed policy supported by all. Perhaps 
such a policy can be arrived at during 
the tenth anniversary meeting of NATO, 
slated to begin Safurday. 

The foreign ministers’ meeting, sched- 
uled to begin on May 11, will be another 
of those diplomatic hassles in which either 
side can produce an absolute deadlock. 
Such a deadlock might wreck any chances 
of a heads-of-government confab.

What the Russians are really playing 
for is recognition of the present status 
quo in -Eastern Europe, including two 
Germanys, and a relaxation of Western 
presssures against the satellite empire. 
They are not likely to get either. But if 
they succeed in fufther dividing the West- 
ern alliance, they will have won a major 
victory.

Life Preservers Needed 
More Than Seesaws 


A federal survey of Georgia’s state 
parks sheds further light on the extent 
to which they were neglected, misman- 
aged and victimized by waste during the 
past administration. 

Although the state bought huge quan- 
tities of paint at exorbitant prices, the 
parks. department either didn’t get 
enough to brush up its signs or failed to 
use what it did receive, 

Despite the millions of dollars spent 
in political road building hither and von, 
the survey found a number of parks’ 
roads in need of improvement. 

But the survey found a superabund- 
ance of playground equipment, such as 
seesaw boards, merry-go-rounds, -etc., 
Two of the past administration’s favorite 
salesmen, Raleigh Rollins of Bainbridge 
and J. Whitley Walden of Louisville, 
were the chief vendors of such equip- 
ment. 

As was to be expected,

Within a mere hour, as time 
goes these days, a third former 
President, Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er, will join these two in their 
singular form of unemployment. 

Not to use the talents of such 
men — and not to find a way to 
use the talents of all who will be- 
come ex-presidents in the long 
tomorrows — seems hardly sen- 
sible. 

Those who suppose that Hoover 
or Truman, or Eisenhower after 
he leaves the White House, could 
contribute nothing»do not well un- 
derstand the country. Each of 
them has a rocklike personal fol- 
lowing and will have as long as 
he lives. Sitting together on a 
council of elders, whatever its 
title might be, they could im- 
mensely add to national streng 
and unity in any crisis. 

A bipartisan group of senators 
headed by Jacob K. Javits of New 
York proposes that we place our 
retired presidents upon a new Ad- 
visory Council on National Secur- 
ity. Javits and his associates want 
also to appoint-to this council 25 
other leading citizens.

But surely in its principle, 
in its central purpose of putting 
the sage memories of the past into 
the service of the present, they 
are on the right track,

disapproved. I'm in perfect agree- 
ment that it. should not be dis- 
approved.”

Wheeler is executive secretary

What Causes 


Obstructions? 


A blockage of the intestine, often 
called by nonmmedical people a 
“stoppage,” may be caused by 
many conditions. 


Sometimes the obstruction is 
complete, and nothing can pass 
by. In other cases it is only par- 
tial but enough to give symptoms. 
It may occur in any part of the 
small intestine, which you will 
remember is the long, tortuous, 
relatively narrow part of the 
digestive tract where the absorp- 
tion of food takes place. 


If obstruction is high, the 
food material above it may be 
vomited. The pain may be se- 
vere and the patient very ill. 


The first problem of the doctor 
is to find out if obstruction is 


|really the diagnosis and where 


the obstruction actually is. 


The usual procedure of filling 
the intestines with barium, the 
opaque substance which with X- 
ray outlines the contour of the 
hollow intestine, cannot be used 
in these cases of acute obstruc- 
tion. The surgeon, who must be 
ready to operate quickly in these 
cases, cannot do so easily if the 
intestine is filled with barium. 
Also, the patient is in no condi- 
tion: to take the barium drink. 


But X-ray still helps in the 
diagnosis because a film taken 
of the abdomen may show a cer- 
tain area of gas-filled intestine. 


In the large bowel things are 
different. Usually the obstruction 
develops gradually, and in such 
cases an enema with a barium 
mixture can be given to locate 
the area of obstruction. Then the 
barium can be expelled or easily 
removed with a cleansing enema 
from below the obstructed area. 


The causes of intestinal ob- 
struction may vary from be- 
nign or malignant tumors to 
very benign conditions. Some- 
times inflammatory conditions 
such as regional enteritis in 
the small bowel or diverticul- 
itis in the large bowel can make 
the passageway so narrow that 
material passes along with dif- 
ficuilty, causing pain, or not 
at all, 


It is always a relief for the 
surgeon to find a benign cause 
of the obstruction. A _ benign 
tumor can be removed, and there 
is no further danger. 


Another benign cause of “‘stop- 
page’ may be the troublesome 
adhesions which may follow an 
operation or may be the result of 
a previous inflammatory condi- 
tion.

It’s-Very Aprilesque To Dream 


About Sundial Inscriptions 


And now here’s April, beloved by poets 
and the income tax man. The season of 
the budding branch and the big undertak- 
ing. You can do almost anything in April 
—save up for a trip to Europe, paint your 
house chartreuse, lose 10 pounds. April's 
the month when you're invincible. 


- It’s also the season when your winter 
clothes are too hot and your summer clothes 
too cool. It’s the time for putting seeds in 
the ground. And if you're ever going to 
have a sundial in your garden, remember 
April 15 is one of the four times of the 
year when sun time and clock time jibe 
exactly. (The other times are June 15, 
Sept. 1 and Dec. 24.) 


Although I’m not going to have a sun- 
dial (reason: Shade trees!) I love the idea 
of this old and lovely way of marking the 
hours. Until Pope Sylvester II invented 
the clock in 996 A.D. hurrying, always-late 
mankind depended on the sundial, either 
one fixed in a garden or a portable one 
carried about, watch-fashion, on the person. 


The inscriptions on sundials entice me 
almost as much as seed catalogues do. 
There are the warnings: “Seize the Fly- 
ing Hour: It Will not Come Again”; ‘The 
Time Thou Killest Will in Time Kill Thee”; 
“Watch for Ye Know Not the Hour.” 


And then there are the legends that 
comfort you: ‘““Remember All Ye Who Pass: 
All Things Pass as I Pass’’; “Let Others 
Tell of Storms and Showers, I'll Only Count 
Your Sunny Hours.” 


There’s an old one Admiral Farragut is 
said to have placed on a sundial on Mare 
Island in 1854, which says, “Como la som- 
bra huye la hora—Like the shadow flies 
the hour.” 


Oh, it’s very Aprilesque to be dream- 
ing over sundial inscriptions. For, of course, 
April is the month practically every poet 
you can name got around to sooner or later. 
Typically, Dorothy Parker wrote, “Enter 
April laughingly, Blossoms in her hair.” 
Shakespeare hit it many times. “Oh how 
this spring of love resembleth the uncertain 
glory of an April day”. ... “Men are 
April when they woo, December when they 
wed”. 


Carl Sandburg mentions ‘“The long beau- 
tiful night of wind and rain in April.”” And 
somewhere else in one of his poems about 
railroad yards, pigeons and frogs he men- 
tions crows celebrating ‘‘an old festival” 
in the return of April. 


To Walt Whitman April was always to 
be remembered as the month Abraham Lin- 


coln died and when he wrote of lilacs bloom- 
ing in the dooryard he added, “I mourn 
and yet shall mourn with ever returning 
spring.” 


Edna St. Vincent Millay in the title poem 
in her book, ‘Second April’ isn’t so tender 
about this gentle season. She asks with 
bitterness: ‘To what purpose, April, do 
you return again?” And concludes: “Life 
in itself is nothing. An empty cup, a flight 
of uncarpeted stairs. It is not enough 
that yearly down this hill April comes like 
an idiot, babbling and strewing flowers.” 


Elspeth also wrote of April with pain: 
“No, halt the step of Spring on earth, dear 
God. Spare me the gentleness of April 
rain.”” Hamlin Garland, the prairie poet 
nobody hears much about any more, was 
enchanted with the month, writing of “days 
of witchery subtly sweet’”’ and remarking 
that “the joyous brain like a dancer reels 
through April days.” 


You probably won't get away with send- 
ing a bit of poetry or a love letter to the 
income tax man instead of you-know-what 
but you can try. Unless, of course, he’s 
a married man. Then as another minor 
poet, Myra M. Waterman, observed lyrical- 
ly: “Spring is largely overrated when one 
is already mated.”

In This Eeonomic Lingo? 


By JIM MONTGOMERY

Every profession—indeed, every realm of hu- 
man activity—has evolved a highly specialized 
language which utterly baffles the uninitiated. 


Even those privy to a given 
jargon sometimes so confuse 
levels of abstraction that com- & 
munication breaks down be- 
tween them. 


Consider, for example, some 
economic terminology: 


“The consensus of opinion 
was that economic stability in 
the long run is endangered by 
lack of coordination in the short 
run of fiscal policy, monetary 
policy and debt management, 
although a minority view among 
the economists was that the mutual interdepend- 
ence of these factors should be utilized to quantify 
the liquidity of the dollar rather than to desta- 
bilize it—providing, of course, that coordination 
of general controls and selective controls does not 
result in destructive taxation that would elim- 
inate vital tax reform legislation.”

Now, as far as I can determine, the preceding 
sentence is meaningless—pure nonsense. 


But you've probably heard most of the jargon. 


Or, if you haven't, you no doubt will in the 
months ahead as the bandying about of economic 
lingo by Congressmen, Federal Reserve officials, 
union leaders, businessmen—aye, even economists 
—comes to rival baseball as the national pastime. 


We cannot promise that the context of the 
pending economic oratory will be any less mysti- 
fying than the above. 


But, forewarned is fore-armed. 


Which brings us to a ready-reference guide for 
laymen lost in the jungle of economic jargon. 


Compiled during the final session of a recent 
four-day conference on U.S. monetary policy at 
Duke University, it represents the inspired insight 
of one of the 13 Georgians who participated. He 
shall remain unnamed. 


But here is his previously unpublished Glos- 
sary of Economic Terms for the Néophyte: 


“ECONOMIC STABILITY—A delicate interval 
known as ‘flation,” where the money managers 
have avoided the hazards of inflation on the left 
and deflation on the right. 


“GENERAL: CONTROLS — Broad _ regulations 
designed to regulate a free, unregulated economy. 

“SELECTIVE CONTROLS—More regulations 
for the free, unregulated economy where general 
controls don't suffice. 


“SHORT RUN—The time remaining before the 
next election.

“LONG RUN—The time extending well beyond 
the next election.

“MINORITY VIEW—Perhaps the right one, but 
without as many votes in support of it as the ma- 
jority view. 

“THE DOLLAR—What society is out to get, 
and when it has gotten it, finds it to be like the 


shirt that was not pre-shrunk before it was laun 
dered. 


“COORDINATION—Where no 
countered. 


“LACK OF COORDINATION—Where trouble is 
encountered and the Federal Reserve can assign 
the cause to Treasury policies and vice versa. 


“LIQUIDITY—Nothing to do with alcohol, and - 
yet the condition which usually results in a spend- 
ing spree. 


“TAX REFORM—Revenue measures to raise 
money from somebody else. 


“DESTRUCTIVE TAXATION—To raise exist- 
ing rates. 


“QUANTIFY—A _ brand-new economic verb 
whose meaning has not been agreed upon, al- 
though it may mean that votes shape economie 
policy decisions more than abstract principles. 


“‘DESTABILIZE—A procedure to lead horses 
from stables in the event of fire. This is too fig-. 
urative to have much meaning in the economie 
realm. 


“ECONOMISTS—Skilled navigators on the eco- 
nomic sea unable to agree upon which stars to 
steer by. 


“SEMANTICS—The theory of meaning highly 


perfected in mathematics but still pretty much of 
a theory in economics.” 


The author of these ‘definitions’ disclaimed 
any malice, noting that they were written “not 
in a spirit of criticism, but altogether, with tongue 
in cheek."
